In the tower of London is kept the Queen’s | 


crown, the diadem used at her coronation 
in-1838. It ie composed of very ancient 
relica, but isa very modern composition, 
having been made by the firm of Rundle & 
Bridge, and compieted in the year 1838. 

The crown is constructed of jewels taken 
from old crowns, and other stones provided 
by her Majesty. It consists of emeralds, 
rubies, éapphires, pearis and diamonds. 
The stones which are set in gold and eiiver, 
encase @ crimeon velvet cap with a border 
of ermine, the whole of the interior being 
lined with the finest white silk. 


Above the crimson border on the lower 
edge of the band ie a row of 129 pearls, 
Round the upper part of the band is a 
border of 112 pearls. In the front, station- 
ed between the two borders of pearls, isa 
huge sapphire, purchased by George IV., 
set in the centre of valuable pearls, At 
the back, in the same position, is another 
but smalier sapphire. 

The sides are adorned with three sap- 
phires, and between these are eight emer- 
alds. Above and below the sapphires, 
extending all round the crown, are placed 
at intervals fourteen large diamonds, 
the eight emeralis being encircled by 
clusters of diamonds, 128 in number. 
tween the emeralds and sapphires are eix- 
teen ornaments, each consisting of eight 

|diamonds. Above a circular bend are eight 
sapphires, set separately, encircled by eight 
diamonds. Between each of these eight 
sapphires are eight featoons of eighteen 
diamonds each. 

Ip frontof the crown ia a diamond Malt- 
ese cross,in the centre ot which glistens the 
famous ruby given to Edward I. by Don 
Pedro the Cruel. This is the stone which 
adorned the helmet of Henry V. at the 
battle of Agincourt. The centre of the 
ruby is hollowed out, and the epace filled, 
in accordance with the Eastern custom, with 
@ emallet ruby. The Maltese cross is 
formed of seventy-five splendid diamonds, 
At each of the sides and at the back is 
a Maltese cross with emerald centres, con- 
taining respectively 132, 124, 130 sparkling 
diamonds. 

Level with the four Maltese crosses, and 
stationed between them,are four ornaments 
shaped like the fleur-de-lis, with four rubies 
in the centre,and surrounded by diamonds, 
containing 85,86, and 87 diamonds. From 
the Maitese crosses spring four imperial 
arches, composed of oak leaves and dia- 
monds. The leaves are formed of 728 
diamonds ; 32 pearls represent the acorns 
and 54 diamonds the cups. 

From the upper part of the imperial 
arches hang suspended four large pendant- 
shaped pearls set in diamond cups,each cup 
being formed of twelve diamonds ,theetems 
from each of the four hanging pearls being 
lincrusted with twenty-four diamonds. 
Above the arch is the moant, which is made 
lof 438 diamonds. The zone and arc are 
represented by thirtyethree diamonds, On 
ithe summit of the throne is a cross, which 
ihas for its centre a rose-cat sapphire set in 
the centre of fourteen large diamonds. 

Altogether the crown compromises one 
large ruby, one large sapphire, twenty-siz 
jamaller sapphires, eleven emeralds, four 
rubies, 1,363 briiliante,1,273 rose diamonds, 
‘four pendent-shaped pearls, and 273 small.

AN ELASTIC NUT

® new or remodeling an old barn will not 
be sorry if they choose one with a base- 
ment. It is economical, warm, and if well 
ventilated will be moet comfortable for 
stock. -Do not give the fodder directly 
from the floor above, but have spacious 
alleys, wide enough to hold feed for one or 
two days. Have boxes in the basement 
for grain, aleo a couple of good cats for 
catching rats and mice. 

The dimensions of a barn are not essene 
tial io a pian. Build according to yoar 
needs. Divide the stall room eo it will 
give you the best service. Allow five feet 
in singie stalis for horses, and three feet 
for cattle.

original barn, and also the remodeied and 
enlerged structure. I raised the old barn 
on an 8-foot stone wall om, three sides of

the rectangle, then boarded, batened and 
prepared the other side as shown in the 
plan. It is very satiefactory now, and I 
have no doubt that many barns in the 
central west can be greatly improved at 
comparatively email expense. Fig } is the 
old barn, Fig 2 ie the same after it had 
been placed upon the etone wall and 
remodeled, Fig 3 is the ground plan showing 
the arrangement ot the stalls, 

For tying cattle, I find a chain most 
satiefactory. In my stalls I place a 2x4 
inch ecantling,. with round edges to 
permit the free working up and down of 
the chain. One end of this scantling 1s 
tastened to the top of the partition and 
the other to top of manger in a slanting 
manner. The chain placed about this 
scantling and the neck of the animal,allows 
plenty of room while eating and lying 
dowa, but keeps the animals in place. My 
cow stalls have 3 6-inch drop, the length of 
stall varying to correspond tothe length of 
the cattle. They are double, with a 
partition in the manger, so that each 
animal hae hie own food. This is an im- 
portant puint where animals of different 
ages are stabled together. In all well 
regulated stables,a good box stall, accessibie 
from both cow and horse barn is desiratle. 
Thie feature will be found in the accom’ 
panying plan. 


Rations for Work Horses. 

It is undoubtedly true that e great 
majority of farm horses loose much of 
their effectiveness as workers from lack of 
proper feeding. It ia too much the habit 
of farmers to sell themselves short of grain 
or to use it mainly for fattening stock 
They eell what will sell most readily, re-

The stalks sre very 
laxative, and if fed to working horses w:. 
diminish their effectivenese. It is, how 
ever, a good thing te feed idle horses iz 
the winter with a part ration of cornstali:s 
each day, changing this when the horses 
are eet to work to aration of cut hay ect 
grain meal. It is very important that the 
working teams shall be ready to do their 
best six days in the week. In this way 
oniy can the work be pushed so as to make 
it cost as little as possible for the results 
attained.

BLIND MEN'S VICTORIES. 


@nly the Mest Reselate Natures Can Wis 
Such Battles as These. 


A unique career was recently brough: 
to a close in the suburbe of a great Amer.. 
can city. It was that of aman totally 
biind from early childhood, who, by force 
of an inflexible will, had succeeded in be. 
coming a ecientific anatomist. 

Although deprived of signt, he trained 
himself by muscular exercise to be an 
athlete. The lose of one sepse only etren,: 
ened hie determination to preserve all his 
other faculties im the freshnese of perfection. 

His own success in muscular exercise 
brought @ group of yousg men around him, 
and before he was twenty-one years old he 
was a training-master for athletic sporte of 
every sort. He opened r ~ymnasium with 
apparatus designed to carry into practice 
theories of his own respecting the develop 
ment of the human body. 

He taught large classes, led in exercises 
of allkinds, and performed the most dith 
cult feats with unerring accuracy. Hu 
tacility in useing the apparatus and moving 
about the gymnasium was amazing. Viri- 
tors could hardly be convinced that the 
expert and fearless teacher was absolutely 
sightlese. 

His gymnasium wasgraduaily copverted 
into a school of health. By physical exer- 
cisee conducted under his supervision, he 
undertook to remedy deformities of bedy, 
and to cure patiente afflicted with diseases 
of lungs, digestion and disordered nerves. 
He became in fact, if not in title, a physi- 
cian of recognized skill, and applied many 
original theories to the treatment of disens- 
es, devoting the best yeare of hie life wo a 
minute study of the mechanism of the 
human body, with a view to remedying the 
physical defects of other men. 

Whether it is the blind boat-builder 
designing the finest yachts,or the blind 
entomologist making ecientific discoverie:, 
or the blind statesman discussing in 
Parliament the intricacies of finance and 
conducting the most laborious executive 
department, only the most resolute natures 
can win such victories as these. 

Mr. Fawcett, when he met with «9 
acciden® in his youth by which he lost his 
sight, waseetudent with an arient an 
bition for public life. A weaker nature 
would have given up the fight ae hopeless,

little grain. To get along with as light a 


feeding of grain as possible is very poor 
economy. Help is dear, and the farmer 
who has hired a good man at high wages 
cannot afford to have his effectiveness 
diminished . 

Even when hay is plentiful it should 
never be fed in large quantities to horses 
at work. It is too bulky io proportior to 


ite nutriment, and the effect of overloading | 


the stomach is to greatly diminish the. 
effectiveness of what nutrition the ration 
contains. There must be enough bulk to 
make the grain meal poroue, so that the 
gastric juices of the stomach oan act on the 
ration. Any more bulk than this for a 
working horse ie injurious. When street 
care were run by horses 1 was the aim of 
the company to get es much work as 
possible out of them. Large horees weigh- 
ing 1,200 pounde or more were preferred. 
The ration of euch horses was sixteen 
pounde of corn and cate ground and mixed 
with sixteen pounds of finely-cut bay. 
This wae given at three feeds, morning, 
noon and night, but divided so ae to give 
the largest feed at night after the day’s 
work was done. On thie ration nearly ali 
atceet car horses would gain, But for the 
fact that the horses’ feet would be battered 
by hard pavements, horses so fed could be 
kept at street car work until they yrew 
too old for further service. 

Most farmers feed much more heavily 
than this, but it ie usually with nearly 
double the amount of nay and very little 
grain. Livery men want to feed their 
norses so as to make faster time than the 
street, cars. Their ration has a greater 
proportion of concentrated fvod, and it 
may be extended with bright chopped straw 
or wheat bran. Thislast makes an excelient 
divisor of meal, and it has greater nutritive 
value tian hey. Fine wheat middlings 
are also excellent for working horses, but 
tne middlinge must be mized with a 
considerable amount of cut hay or straw to 
prevent it from massing in the stomac!: 
and causing colic. Over feeding while 
working will, in most horses, cause 
diarchoea, and thie rapidly decreases 
strength. On the contrary, with a nourishing 
bot rather emall ration the horze will be 
eomewhat costive, and will require an 
addition of a quarter of a pound of i:nseed 
meal Saturday nigbt, eo that the Sunday 
rest will give opportupity for a thes sugh 
cleaning. 

Oate are much the best for working 
horses, and if ground without corn they 
Wiilsequire a very amall amount of cut 
feed to give them the proper bulk. But as 
a feed they are much more expensive than 
ia the mixture of corn endoat meal, which 
is almost universaliy used for feeding work- 
ing farm horses. A téam of horses thus 
ied will etand their work emg be better 
fitted ior a day’e work after four or five 
weeks’ steady plowing or cultivating then 
they were at the beginning.

the political influence of the individual 
should be proportioned to the taxes he 
pays. It is for this reason that intelligent 
and far seeing 'rench Republicans oppose 
the imposition of an income tax—because 
they know that the moment universal 
suffrage is used to make men unequal on 
the tax liste,that moment wiil the hostility 
of theemployer and wealthy classes be roused 
to full activity. And as these classes con- 
tribute the bulk of the revenue of the atate, 
once roused to activity,they will control ite 
armed forces also, and will employ them 
against the condition of things based op 
universal suffrage, that is, to the destruc- 
tion of the whole fabric of Republican 
inetitutions. The government sees thia 
danger clearly, and ie strenuously resisting 

the effort of the Radicals and Socialiste to 
levy atax on the classes which by thrift 
and industry have lifted themselves above 
want, but is unfortunately, handicapped 
by itsown action in pushing through the 
Chambers the new tax on religious orders, 
The effect of this tax is to deprive the 
religions congregations of nearly a tenth 
of their income, and asit is not only a 
class tax, pure and simple, but a deciara- 
tion of war on French Catholics,it goes tar 
vo nullify the-opposition of the government 
to the proposed income tax as alien and 
inimical to Republican inetitutions,

CATTLE THAT TRAVELLED FAR. 


The First Shipment ef Live Oxen from 
Australia te England fhewed a 
Small Preas. 

The experiment of transporting beef 
cattle alive from Australia to London has 
just been made and the result has been 
eo successful that transportation of cattle 
on the hoof is likely to become an import- 
ant branch of the carrying trade between 
these twofar distant pointe. 

In the case referred to seventeen Aus- 
tralian oxen were received in good condi- 

‘tion after a voyage sixty-two days in 
duration and about 15,000 miles in length 

At the first glance it seems impossible that 

cattle could be transported this distance, 

being well enough fed in the meantime to 
keep them in good condition, and yet bring 

a sufficient price to afford the stock raisers 

of the antipodes even the emallest margin 


of profit. The figures showing the amount 
of gain are therefore exceedingly intereste 


g. 

The live etock was purchased at prices 
varying from $19.80 to $24.60 per head. 
Their transportation cost $63.60 each, 
which included their fodder and care. It 
will be noticed that this charge is about $1 
a day for the entire voyage. On their 
arrival at London the beasts were disposed 
of at an average price of $96 per head. As 
their averagecost had been about $22.30 
in Australia, the transportation charges 
would increase thie to nearly $86 by the 
time they reached London, which would 
bring the average profit per head up to a 
little over $10, or an aggregate of $170 for 
the trial lot. 

This ie sufficiently gratifying, but it is 
hoped, when cattle are shipped in greater 
numbers and the methods of caring for 
them are perfected by experience, that the 
coat of transportation will be consider- 
ably lessened and the profits, naturally, 
increased. 

lt was remarked in regard to these seven- 
teen cattle that they stood the voyage 
finely, and reached London in much better 
eondition than when they left their Aus- 
tralian pastures. The secret of success, it 
is said, lies principally in feeding the 
cattle carefully yet abandantly, and as 
they take no exercise they cannot help but 
put on flesh,

QUEER FREIGHT FOR CHINA. 


The Skeletons of Bead Chinese Shipped 
im Boxes Marked “Fish Bane.” 
A curious freight which ie shipped 
exclusively from San Francisco to China is 
* fieh bone,” which pays §20aton. It is 
eent in large boxes consigned to the Tung 
Wah Hospital at Hong Kong, but the 
cdntente of the boxes are really the bodies 
of dead Chinamen eent home for burial. 
Moat of the Chinamen who go to the United 
Staves are ander the care of the Siz 
Companies, who sign a contract guaran- 
teeing to return the bones of the. dead for 
burial with their ancestors in the celestial 
empire, and the Tung Wah Hospital acte 
as the agent in carrying out the agreement. 
They are shipped as ** fish bones” in order 
to evade the ruie of the steamship compan- 
ies, who charge full first-class passenger 
rates for the dead, . 

Nearly every ship leaving San Francisco 
for China carries among the s 
passengers a number of invalids who nope 
to live until they reach their native 
country, but several usually die on every 
voyage. There ie an agreement between 
the steamships and the Six Companies 
which forbide the burial of there nedies at 
sea, and the latter furnishes cotfins of the 
peculiar Chinese pattern for use in such 
emergencies. They are made of slahe, the 
firet cut of the log, so that the sides and 
bottom and top are reunded. A dozen or 
more are carried on each ship, and the 
surgeon ie furnished with a supply of 
embalming fiuid. 

When a Chinaman dies at sea the surgeon 
embalms the body, which is then placed in 
acoffin, sealed up, and lowered into the 
hold. The expense is paid by voluntary 
contributions from the other Chinese 
passengers, the crowd, and the stewards of 
the ebip, ail of whom beleng to that race.

The Sick Room. 

A woman who is a trained nurse, in ® 
couree of lectures on her profession says 
there is no such thing ac a born nuree ; the 
habit of observation ie a duty and the basis 
of nursing, which is an art only to be 


learned by practice. 

A sunny sick room, one th is entered 
by the sun once in 2¢ hours, is desirable 4 
patients placed on the south side of an 
hospital ward recover sooner, by from ten 
days to ea fortpight, than those on the 


north side. Plenty of light is beneficial, 
except in cases of brain disease. The lees 
furniture in a room the better, and te kee 
it clean a damp duster should be 
inatead of a dry one. 

The air must be kept as pure inside as 
outside, and there is little or no risk about 
having the window open, top anc bottom, 
if the patient is well covere1, head includ- 
ed, and a good fire kept burning. Night 
air is not injutioue; it ie purer ina city 
after 10 p. m, then any other time. 

The bed should never be in a corner 
but accessible from ail pointe. In fever and 
aurgical cases, a ‘** le” has sometimes 
to be used to keep off the weight of the 
bedclothes ; an impromptu cradle can be 
made out of a bandbox, with the bottom 
knocked out. ; 

Kedmaking is the grammar and keystone 
of nursing ; many regular nurses cannod 
make a good bed. It is important to ac® 
with decision when the tine comes for any 
otfice, and not to worry the patient by 
hesitation or taiking of what is to be done; 
to tread yuietly but firmly, rot to tip-toe, 
and never to whisper to a third person. 

Every effort ought to be made to secure 
for the patient two hours’ sleep before 
midnight. Amateur ourees often break 
down through negiecting to take food when 
keeping watch through the night. 


Correct Breathing.

In 1869, 97 per cent. of 
Engiand’s population were fedon home- 
grown wheat, some 18 1-2 millions of peo- 
pie out of a total of 19 millions. In 1890 
only 20 per cent. of England’s population, 
some five millions of people out of a total 
of 25 millions, were fed on home-grown 
wheat. The wheat area of Britain shrank 
from 3,500,000 acres in 1846 to 1,200,000 
acres in 1890. Yet English land is far 
more productive than is the land of any of 
the wheat-growing countries, averaging 23 
bushels to the acre, as against about |2 1-4 
buehels in the United States, Whe estimat- 
ed British imports of wheat and flour for 
this year are 189,799,680 bushele,as against 
152,474,009 bushels in 1890, and less than 
120,000,000 bushela in 1877. These long 
strides in the rate of importation show the 
strength of tne forces before which the 
British farmer ie retiring. Exceedingly 
low prices, low overland and ocean freight 
rates, high rental,taxes, and poor rates,are, 
in the open state of his home market, 
driving the British farmer off the soil, 
despite his great advantage of bigh yield 
and cheap labour.

‘HORSES’ MOUTHS. 


@ne of the Wost Sensitive Parts of the 
Equine Rody. 

During the many years in which the 
writer has teen engaged in the practice of 
veterinary medicine there isnothing that has 
been more forcibly brought to his attention 
than the indifference of most peop'e to the 
Condition ot the horse’s mouth. 

They seem to think the mouth never be- 
comes deranged, when, in fact, it is ane of 
the most sensitive organs of the equine 
economy. All young horses coming three 
or four years old should have their teeth 
and mouth carefally examined when any 
symptoms of tenderness are shown in the 
mouth, as it is at this age that some of the 
milk molareare replaced by the permanent 
onea& 

In some cases the crown of the former is 
enly partialiy displaced, and gives rise to 
much pain and annoyance. 

I have eeen a young horse that had ite 
throat blistered with liniment and was 
treated for distemper, when the trouble 
was due to a misplaced crown of a milk 
molar, which, apon removal, gave instant 
relief. 

EASILY REMEDIED. 

Again, in some horses the structure of 
the teeth is of a comparatively eoft nature, 
and wears rapidiy oa the grinding sub- 
stances in a ragged and uneven mauner, 
which severely cut and lacerate the tongue 
and cheeks. 

This defect may be easily remedied by 
the use of the mouth rasp, an instrument 
that may now be found in nearly all hard- 
ware stores. 

To heal the raw surfaces a lit:le alum aod 
borax dissolved in water willact effectively. 
Thies humane method, if puraued by people 
whoown horees, will prevent much suffer- 
ing to the horee and at the same t.me amp- 
ly repay the owzer in the improved 
appearance of bis animal, and in mary 
cases prevent the loss of much food by 
quidding and slobbering. 

A few words in regard to thoee bugbears 
of most horse owners, namely, lempas, so 
called, and wolf-teeth. Lampas is supposed 
by moet people to possess eome mysterious 
a over a horse whereby his appetite 

comes derap 

They therefore resort to cutting and 
burning the poor brute’s mouth under the 
mistaken notion of curing the lampas. The 
writer of this has been engaged in the care 
of horses for twenty-five years, and Las yet 


to see a horse that was affected physically | 


by lampas, except in the imagination of its 
owner. 

It is the same withthe so-called ‘“‘woif- 
teeth.” These teeth are the vestigial re- 
mains of premolar teeth that, in the remote 
ancestors of the horse, were functional,and 
they have} become through disuse mere 
rudiments, as it were, of their former 
selves. 

They do not, by some occult means af- 
fect the eyes of horses and cause them to 
go blind, nor are they responsible, as some 
good people contend, for a horse being in 
poor condition. Nor is it at all necessery

Saturday night another trial 
electric locomotive geared to accomplish 
eighty or more miles an hour was made, 
and a hot box on a motor car defeated a 
new record for epeed. The heating of the 
box was due to the fact that the new bear- 
ings would not withstapd the friction 
caused by terrific speed, at which the car 
wa-run for a distance of probably less than 
three miles, In the opinion of men quali 
fied by years of experience to judge of 
epeed, eighty miles an hour was reached. 
The possibilities, they say, were 


NINETY MILES AN HOUR, 


but the hot box spoiled it. 

None but officials and attaches of the 
roai were allowed on thie test, the entire 
party comprising lessthantwenty. It was 
exactly 8:45 o'clock when Col. Heft turned 
on the current, and in leas than four lengths 
the CAP was going at a speed of twenty 
miles an hour, After having gone less than 
a quarter of @ miie the car was speeding 
sioug at a 35-mile gait. Astop was made 
at Nantasket for a few minutes, and then 
came the run to Pemberton. The trouble- 
some curves in the tirst few rods were gone 
over slowly, but upon reaching the long 
stretch just-below Nantasket full power 
was turned on. There was none of che 
gradual increase of speed characteristic of 
the steam locomotive, but with a plunge 
the car began to fly. Juat as the more 
apprehensive began to wonder how long 
the car would remain on the rails it was 
ennounced that there was a hot box, 
and Col, Heft shat off the current. Eighty 
miles an hour with five notches of the **con- 
troller” etill to spare was his estimate of 
the speed at the time of shutting off the 
current. Under the momentum gathered 
the car ran on for two mil-a further, most 
of the distance at an estimated speed of 
sixty miles an hour. 

The work of changing the motive power 
of the road from steam to electricity was 
done under the direction of Col. N. HL 
Heft. Starcing at Vid Colony House there 
is little to suggest the trolley railway. In 
place of the girder, groove, stilt-like ‘‘T,” 
or the other styles of rail in electric rail- 
ways, there is used the conventional T rail 
emploved by steam roads, The rails weigh 
seveniy-eight pounds to the yard, and are 
$4 inches high and are laid precisely as the 


RAILS OF STEAM ROADS, 


Two flexible copper bonds seven inches 
long are under the base of the rails at each 
joint and riveted tothem. The bonds are 
so placed that when tke angle bara used in 
splicing the rails are in position the bonds 
cannot beeseen. The length of the bond is 
reduced to a minimum to insure the maxi- 
mum carrying capacity with the minimum 
a! resetence, 

The tracke are 15 feet apart from centre 
to centre, and between the tracks ie the 
single line of poles upon which is supported 
the cables and trolley wire cross arms. 
The poles are 12 by 14 inches at the butt 
and 10 by 12 inches atthe top. They are 
painted black toa point 6 feet from the 
ground, avd white to within 1 foot of the 
cross arm, then finished black. 

Power house No 1 is situated midway 
between Nantasket and Old Colony House 
station, Thestack is 115 feet high, with a 
base of 13 feet. The power house ie 83 by 
110 feet, and 53 feet to the tcp of the roof. 
A 24-inch wall separates the engine from 
the boiler room, in which there are two 
batteries of four boilers each. The boilers 
are of the horizontal flue type, 72 inches in 
diameter and 19 feet long with 140 3-inch 
tubes,

, Mre Wood, although now not 
jooking the least like an invalid, said 


Mr. Grover, who is foreman of the 
Rochester Gas and Electric company, in 
sume manner which he doea not know 
himeelf, came in contact with a large dys 
pamo and received a shock of 3,000 voit 
of electricity. When picked up by his 


fellow workmen, he was to all appearances 
dead. There was no respiration and no 
action of the heart, And to ali appearances 
life was extinct. His companione, who 
bad been inetructed in the Darsonal 
method of artificial respiration, went to 
work on him at once, and with the assis- 
tance of & physician who was summoned, 
worked on him for over an hour. At the 
end of that time Mr. Grover began to 
show signe of life, and a few minutes 
later natural respiration set in, After he 
was removed to his home, he said to a 
reporter: ‘I am feeling pretty fair, but 
I can’t tell you how the accident happened. 
I don’t know myself. All l remember is 
that i was standing near one of the dy- 
namos, and the next moment I! thought I 
was an angel. Then I knew nothing at all 
until I woke and found the doctor and the 
men working over me. When I returned 
to con:ciousnese I hadn’t the siighteat idea 
what had happened, and I was the most 
surprised man in the world when they 
told me that 2,599 voite had been pumped 
into me. I don’t think chat I leaned 
againat the dynamo,as I have been an elec- 
trician too msny years to do eo foolhardy 
athing. I must have moved my arm in 
such a manner that it ewept the brushes, 
thus coming in direct contact with the 
current. My armeand legs feel stiff and 
lame, and my muscles are quite sore, but I 
am feeling as well as a man could feel 
after wrestling with lightning. I think I 
will be at work to-morrow aili right.” 

His experience seema to demonstrate 
one thing, and that is the painiessness of 
death from electricity, if death follows the 
shock. Consciousness is obliterated in- 
stantaneousiy, and the victim feels no 
pain. The doctor who attended Mr. 
Grover declares that the method of artifical 
Freepiration which was employed realiy 
saved the man’s life. ‘* When I firat saw 
him,” the physician declared, ‘‘ three- 
quarters of an hour after he res3ived the 
shock, he was apparently dead. There 
was no respiration, and no heart action 
that I could detect,” 

But the man is alive to al! appearances 
unhurt. His case is likely to revive the 
|old discussion and renew the demand that 
the next man executed be turned over to 
the doctors, not for immediate dissection, 
but to show whether electricity dves kili 
in the manner demanded by the iaw.
